The application has been amended as follows: 
IN THE CLAIMS 

Cancel claims 4 and 19-38. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closed prior art, US 4184998 and 4519430, teach blocked mercatosilane in 
curing processes for filled rubbers, but they do not teach or sufficiently suggest an 
active deblocking agent. The references deblock with the increased temperature during 
the curing process, while in the present process, the deblocking is carried out prior to 
allowing the rubber mixture to cure. 

None of the prior art was found to teach or sufficiently suggest a process for the 
manufacture of a filled rubber comprising the steps of 

a. mixing a rubber, an inorganic filler, and a blocked mercaptosilane of the 

presently claimed formulas, to produce a rubber mixture; 
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b. mixing into the rubber mixture, a deblocking agent to deblock the blocked 
mercaptosilane, and a curing agent; and 

c. allowing the rubber mixture to cure. 
Thus, claims 1-3 and 5-18 are allowed.
